Notes: 


The integrals of the khutbah are five and their order is sunnah. 


In each of the two orations [khutbatayn] the khatib must, 


1) say al-hamdu-li-llah [praise be to Allah] 


2) invoke blessings and peace of Allah upon the Prophet, , 
Muhammad ibn ‘Abdullah, salla-llahu ‘alayhi wa salam. 


3) specifically enjoin the assembled congregation of the 
necessity of tagwah of Allah, [which may be translated as 
fear of Allah, protecting one self for Allah, or conscious- 
ness of Allah]. This may transmitted to the congregation by 
the phrase in Arabic, ati<a-llah or “obey Allah” or taqqu- 
llaha “fear Allah” or taqu rabbukum “fear yr. Lord.” 


the above are integral [?arkan] to both addresses. 


The following are specific to one or both. 


4) to recite one verse of the Quran [that conveys a meaning 
such as a promise, warning, exhortation or such like] in at 
least one of two orations. 


5) to supplicate for believing men and women in the second 
of the khutbatayn which must include supplications for 
them in the final world [al-?akhirah] as supplications for 
this world [ad-dunyah] alone do not fulfill the ?arkan . 


Included in this booklet the reader will find some forms of the 


khutbatayn given in English and Roman Transliteration. It 
is the hope of the one gathering the forms that the English 
speaking Muslim community may find some use in this 
offering. There are other versions in print but sometimes 
they are hard to find. Allah knows best.
